"The school for mothers was opened
May 1, 1910, by the Romans Chantj
association and has developed into the
most powerful of El Paso's preventive
agencies. It is not only a school for

- 1 -- t- -
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mothers it is also a school for the-futur-

mother and fathers.
Dr. TV. C. Klutz is the attending phy-- ,

sician at the baby class which meets
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays at
the county dispensary, he is also the
attending physician at the SHmmer
camp for sick babies.

"We have a prophylactic club for
boys ad girls, sewing classes for the
mothers, sanitary classes for the moth-
ers, field "nursing, milk and ice depot,
nlaveround. in fact evervthiner. under

I the one head, for the betterment of the
poor.

"Our milk depot does not furnish
modified milk. "We do not believe In
that for we know that women are
prone to bottle feed the baby Instead
of breast feed. It often happens that
artificial feeding makes great strides
in any community where there is a
modified milk depot. "We discourage
bottle feeding and help mothers to
breast feed. "We will do everything In
our power to prevent the mother from
bottle feeding her baby and in every
way stimulate breast feeding. "We try
to nourish as well as instruct our ex-
pectant mothers so they will be pre
pared to breast feed the child."

"Infant mortality is mainly a ques-
tion of proper feeding and few physi-
cians know anything about scientific
feeding. How qften do they try to fit
the child to the milk instead of fitting
the milk to the child. Tou cannot feed
according to agev or weight. Tou must
study th-- child and feed him according
to his own needs. Beside the proper
nourishment for the child there are
al50 other things to consider In feeding
a baby methods of administration, po- -
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sition, nipples, etc., etc. Again I say
before infant mortality can be reduced,
before nurses and physicians go to in-

struct they must have spe'eial training.
"Every 10 seconds a baby dies some-

where, or 360 every hour, yet out of
the 107S cases seen at the county dis-
pensary there were but 58 deathsl Can
you beat it? "Was it the regulation dis-
pensary treatment, or was it due to a
scientific handling of the situation and
th tpaphlmr of hverlenie living:?

"Begin with the child before i is
born. 'Remember this and put it into
practice in private as well as charity
v, ork and you will do much along pre-
ventive lines.

"You wonder 'if it paj;s. It is diffi-
cult to compute the value of these
things in dollars and cents, we who are
in the work know we are better and
bigger for every little life saved and
every disease prevented and if I ould
take you with me through the south
side to meet my little friends and their
grateful mothers, could you hear my
little Anita, as she looks up at me with

'a world of affection in her beautiful
black eyes, clap her hands and say 'My
American' you wouMd then know why
I like my iob. They are my people and
I love them because I knowthem and
understand them."

BALLOONIST KILLED
IN DENVER DEFRAY

Two Others Injured When
Henwood Opens JBire on

Von Phid.
Denver, Colo., May 25. An argument

which started at a box party at the
Broadway theater and was continued
In the barroom of the Brown Pa'ace
hotel late last night, developed into a
shooting affray in which H. Louis Von
,Phul, a well-kno- balloonist, of St.
Louis, was fatally shot, and J. "W. At-
kinson, of Colorado Springs, and G. H.
Copeland, of Cripple Creek, Colo., were
wounded by Frank H. Henwood.

Henwood was arrested immediately
and told chief of police Armstrong that
Von Phul was to blame for the trouble.

Von Phul died at noon today in St.
Luke's hospital.

"He has been playing for me for
two weeks, hut I got him nrst," h
saia to the chief.

Atkinson, and Copeland, it appears,
were not concerned in the quarrel, al-
though they had been with the party
all evening.

'Just what the trouble., originated
from has not been explained, but it
appears that Von Phul applied an epi-

thet to Henwood as the parts- - stood to-

gether in the barroom and Henwood
whipped out a revolver and began
shooting. Von Phul was shot four times.

Copeland and Atkinson each received
nni Vrt1lf "Rntll tho ikttPT" WPro rllshpd
to the county hospital and it was said
that their wounds were not fatal. on
Phul was held at the hotel, where sur
geons worked over him In an effort, to
extract the bullets from his "body.

Von Phul's presence in Denver was
for the purpose of effecting a pur-
suit race between automobile and his
balloon. He had many balloon records,
